RIDING WITH MOTHER 



Ac about five months old, the baby is 
strong enough to sit upright and to ride 
on its mother's back. By six months, it 
can stand up, though it travels around 
with its mother almost the whole time 
until it is at least two years old. During 



this time, it learns from the mother 
how to recognize which are the best 
fruit trees and which are the ones it 
should avoid. The mother also teaches 
it to eat leaves, when fruit is scarce, as 
well as termites and small mammals. 



When a baby chimpanzee is 
born, the mother cleans it, 
bites off the birth cord and 
eats the afterbirth. The tiny 
baby is about 30cm long, 
weighs about 1.5kg, has a 
pinkish face and ears and is 
helpless. After about twenty 
minutes, it opens its eyes. For 
the first few days it is not 
strong enough to cling on 
securely to its mother's belly. 



The mother supports it by 
wrapping an arm round it. 
Once the baby can hold on by 
itself, the mother moves about 
with the baby clinging to her 
front. This way it can suckle 
whenever it needs to. 

YIN MOTHER’S ARMS

A PLAYING GAMES 
By playing with its 
mother, and with 
other youngsters in 
the group, a young 
chimp learns what it 
can and can't do. 



► It's important for 
young chimps to 
learn how to make 
the 'I'm only playing' 
grin, especially when 
they're playing with 
older chimps who 
could easily hurt 
them. 
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GETTING ABOUT 

Once chimps reach six months, they 
quickly learn how to get about their 
forest homes. They run along the 
ground on all fours, occasionally 
standing on two legs if they need to 
carry something for a distance. When 
they want to shinny up a tree, they 
wrap their long arms round the trunk 
and push with their feet. They can 
move from branch to branch by 
swinging from their long arms. 



-< TRAVEL BY ARM 
Most chimpanzees do not 
like water and will not 
cross rivers or other 
stretches of water. 
However, if there are 
overhanging trees, they 
can swing along the 
branches, high above the 
water, to get across. 



FRIENDS AND RELATIONS 

The bonobo is the quiet member of 
the chimpanzee family. It does not 
scream or call loudly and it does not 
greet members of its family noisily. 
Slimmer and darker than the 
common chimpanzee, it lives in 
swampy forests in Zaire. It builds its 
nests higher up in the trees — often 
at 30m or higher - than the 
common chimp. 



► THE QUIET ONE 
The bonobo is a little 
shorter than the 
common chimpanzee 
and it has a black 
face with hair that 
grows outwards, in 
tufts, above its ears. 



When the other forest 
animals hear chimps 
screaming angrily, they 
stop what they're doing 
and pay attention as it 
could well mean those 
apes have spotted a 
leopard. If they then 
hear the sound of 
branches being broken 
off and hurled, the 
animals can be sure 
that the chimps are 
trying to chase away 
the leopard. 






MAKING FACES 

Although chimps communicate by 
voice — at least thirteen different 
calls have been recognized - they 
also use their faces to show their 
emotions. Just as humans smile to 
show that they are happy or 
pleased, and frown to show that 
they are puzzled or cross, chimps 
have a number of expressions 
which other members of their 
group understand straightaway. 

For example, when a chimp makes 
a grin, with no top teeth showing, 
it means ‘I'm only playing'. But 
when it clamps its lips tightly 
together, it means that the chimp 
is in an aggressive mood and 
might well start a fight. 





Like gentle giants, the 
herd of giraffes loped 
gracefully across the 
landscape. Numbering no 
more than ten, with 
females, calves and a full-grown 
bull, they headed for a quiet water- 
hole and nearby acacia tree. 

In the distance, the 
grassland gave way to a 
strip of dense, lush 
undergrowth.

an old long-sleeved white T-shirt 
or sweatshirt 
an old pair of white 
leggings/thick white tights 
black acrylic/household vinyl 
emulsion paint 

(or you can use a black T-shirt 

and black tights with white paint) 

lots of old newspapers 

DIY 2.5cm paintbrush 

pair of black socks or black boots 

pair of black gloves or mittens 

black knitting wool 

50cm x 15cm strip of white fabric 

stuffincr material (cotton 




^Stuff the T-shirt with screwed- 
up newspapers, so that the arms 
and the body are stretched and 
firm. You'll need to use ^ 
lots of newspapers! s'/ 



Put the T-shirt on \^V 
some newspaper before you nX. 
start painting. Using black \ 
paint on a white T-shirt, or 
white paint on a black one, paint 
zebra-like stripes all over it. Leave in 
the newspaper stuffing while the 
paint dries, then take it out. 



Stuff the leggings as in 
step 1 . Paint zebra-style rings 
and patterns all the way up the 
legs and round the top part. 
Leave to dry with the stuffing 
still in place, then take out. 



^pFor the tail, fold the strip of 
fabric lengthwise and cut it into 
triangle shape, as shown. Staple 
or sew the long edges together, 
then turn the tail inside out. 



J/For the tassel, wind black 
knitting yarn round and round 
a small book. Slide the yarn off 
the book. Tie another length of 
yarn round and round one end 
of the yarn to secure it. Cut the 
loops of the other end. 



^Stuff the tail with 
cotton wool, pushing it 
down with the end of a 
wooden spoon. Then 
paint on black stripes. 
Sew the tail to the back 
of the zebra T-shirt. 

Now put on your mask 
and you're ready to 
roam the savannah!

and drop their moisture as rain. All this 
water, and the warmth, means that 
rainforest grows near the coast. There 
are towering forests of hemlock and 
sitka spruce with colour supplied by 
smaller shrubs, such as huckleberry 
and blueberry.

North of the Alaska range, on the 
Central Plateau, conditions are quite 
different. Less rain falls here and, during 
the winter, temperatures can be as low 
as -59°C. Further north again is the 
Brooks range and beyond that is North 
Slope, a semi-frozen desert that stretches 
for 400km to the Arctic Ocean. 

These northern parts are cold 
and forbidding. There are sparse 
forests of spruce, birch, aspen and 
poplar, and there is tundra. Only 
stunted trees can grow there, 
otherwise the ground is covered 
with lichens, mosses and grasses. 

The ground is frozen, nearly all 
the time, so that although there 
isn’t much rain, that which does 
fall cannot drain away. It collects 
in pools and lakes. These are 
perfect places for water-breeding 
insects and water birds. Millions 
of ducks, geese and swans come 
here to breed in the spring.

One 
of the greatest events in the 
animal calender is the yearly migration 
of the caribou from their breeding 
grounds in the north to the warmer 
south where they spend the 
winter. Following the herd may be 
a pack of wolves. Strong and fierce 1 
as they are, these hunters kill R(( 

mostly the weak and injured, so 
that in their own way they help to 
keep the herd strong and healthy.

To make your Zebra mask, first rut round 
the mask's outline.

and ruler, then bend the mask along the 
lines. Pierce holes for the elastic with a 
sharp pencil. Hold some thin elastic 
fairly tightly round your head from one 
car to the other. Cut off this amount, 
thread it through one hole, then the 
other, ty ing a knot at both ends. 

Now the mask is ready to wear.
